Fresh Lamb Season Longer As Result 
Of Experiment 


The Ontario Marketing Board states 
that as a result of an expériment 
conducted by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, fresh-killed lamb will be easily 
available to consumers throughout 
the remainder of the winter. 

Last fall, some 3,000 lambs were 
brought to Ontario from Saskatche- 
wan, and placed for finishing with 26 
farmers in the vicinity of Toronto. 
After m unusually great gains 
these animals are now going to the 
killing plants, and will be placed on 
the market gradually during the next 
four or five weeks. 

Being fresh-killed and finished on 
grain, the quality and flavor, this 
variety of lamb is as different from 
frozen lamb as a milk-fed chicken is 
from the ordinary variety. 

Formerly, all Canadian lamb was 


} marketed in the fall, with a limited 


portion held over for the Christmas 
trade. However, in order to spread 
the season for fresh lamb, and to in- 
crease the season for fresh lamb, and 
to increase the market for Ontario 
grain, the Dominion Government as- 
sisted in bringing these western 
lambs into Ontario. 

Judging by the success of the ex- 
periment, this procedure will be made 
a regular practice in future.

Organic 
matter may be furnished to the soil in 
the form of manures, green crops 
turned under, crop residues, vegetable 
wastes and such material ag leaf 
mould, muck, peat, etc., the latter 
preferably first composted with a 
little manure to start deconiposition| 
processes.

According to George R. Paterson, 
Departmental official, the United 
Kingdom market is becoming increas- 
ingly important each year as an out- 
Iet for Canadian honey. Prior to 1928 
the three principal sources of import- 
ed honeys found in the British mar- 
kets were the.United States, British 
West Indies and New Zealand. In 
1931, however, Canada stood second 
in importance among the various 
competing countries. 

British buyers and consumers have 
been favourably impressed with most 
Canadian honey offered. And as the 
average per capita consumption in 
Great Britain is but one-quarter 
pound of honey per year there appears 
to be considerable room for develop- 
ment in this market. There is every 
reason to believe that, with a return 
purchasing power, consumers will 
take more readily to this valuable 
food prodict. 

Inasmuch as most of the Canadian 
honey exported is produced ta Ont- 
ario, it is of vital importance that 
Ontario beekeepers study carefully 
the requirements of the British honey 
market.

Cheese-making methods in Ontario 
will be revolutionized under the plan 
announced on Monday by Hon. T. L.) 
Kennedy, Minister of Agriculture. 

Complete modernization of both | 
production and marketing is the aira | 
of the newly-formed Ontario Cheese | 
Patrons’ Association, which according | 
to Colonel Kennedy's statement “pro- | 
mises to restore our exports and | 
largely increase domestic consump-| 
tion and production.” 

Months of organization have pre- 
ceded formation of the Patrons’ As- 
sociation, said Colonel Kennedy. Fin- 
ancial assistance will be given by the 
Government in the early stages, and 
all local officials of the Agriculture 
Department will be instructed to co- 
operate in. organizing district branch- 
es, Financing will be effected through 
an assessment of five cents per 1,000 
pounds of milk delivered at the cheese 
factory. Payment of this amount, Col- 
onel Kennedy believes, will be paid 
gladly by the farmer, in view of the 
advantages obtainable from the sys- 
tem. Headquarters of the Patron: 
Association will be in Belleville un- 
der the management of J. L. Joss, 
secretary-treasurer. The dairying sec- 
tion of the province will be divided 
into five districts, each supervised by 
an executive member of the Associa- 
tion.

Exterminating Poultry Mites 


Of all the many varieties of vermin 


that infest fowl, red mites are the 
most troublesome. One of the very 


best disinfectants, to use against 


mites is made as follows: ve 
one pound and a half of concentrated 
lye in as small a quantity of water as 
possible. (It will be necessary to do 
this two or three hours before the 
lye is required as it should be cold 
when used). Put three quarts of raw 
Jinseed oil into a five-gallon stone 
crock and pour in the lye very slowly, 
stirring meanwhile. Keep on stirring 
| until a smooth liquid soap is produc- 
ed, then gradually add two gallons 
of crude carbolic acid or commercial 
| creosol, stirring constantly until the 
~conlting fluid is a clear dark brown. 
Use two or three tablespoonfuls of 
“=e to a gallon of water. The 
disinfectant may be applied with a 
innou-apray Puiup, or, x such is not 
available, a brush will do, but in

Canadian Firm May Enter 
Mystery Plane in London- 
Melbourne Race 


‘Toronto, Feb. 26, — Toronto may 
have a “Centennial” entry in the 
longest and most spectacular aerial 
race in history to be staged next Oct- 


bourne, Australia, a distance of 14,- 
000 miles, to mark the celebration of 
latter wity’s centenary, it was 
earned last night 
*Filers from countries all” overthe 
globe, many of them of world-wide 
renown, have already announced 
thelr intention of entering in the 
great race, the first prize for which 
fe 20,000 pounds, Australian currency, 
Lee Murray, general manager of 
De: Havilland Aircraft of Canada re- 
vealed last night that his company 
has completed work on a “mystery” 
plane, especially for the race, hich 
is guaranteed to fly at a speed of 
more than 200 miles an hour, Con- 
sideration is being given to the pos- 
sibility ofan entry from Toronto or 
af least a Canadian entry, it is under- 
stood. 
‘There will really be two races, one 
for speed and the other a handicap 
event, but the former will be the 
main event. The event is to be 
known as the MacRobertson Trophy 
race, MacPherson Robertson, pro- 
minent Melbourne manufacturer, hav- 
ing donated the prize awards total- 
ling 15,000 pounds, 
Although the speed contest will 
undoubtedly. stimulate the construc- 
tion of fast machines, Mr. Murray 
who flew in a race from Karachi, 
India, .to Charleville, Australia, in 
1929, emphasized that the long range 
required to fly from’ one control 
point to another and the diverse cli- 
matic and geographic conditions will

Salt Lake City, Feb. 25.—A rescue 
‘party, leaving from here by automo- 
bile, reported tonight that all crew 
members and five passengers aboard 
a United Airlines Transcontinental 
plane, were dead. 

The plane flew into misty and foggy 
weather from here Friday afternoon 
at 2 p.m.

Thirty miles east of Salt Lake City, 
at the head of Rugged Parley’s Can- 
yon, the plane crashed.

Tillsonburg, Feb, 25, — Tobacco 
farmers here declare the industry is 
in such a serious gituation that un- 
less financial support is forthcoming 
from some sourse, at least 60 per 
cent, of the tobacco growers will be 
unable to start their 1934 crop.

Is a Face Copyright?

An interesting point has been raised 
through the action taken by Captain 
Frank Hawks, the famous speed“avait- 
or, against a New York firm to recover 
damages because of the unauthorized 
publication of his caricature in an ad- 
vertisement for a particular brand of 
shoes. a 

Captain Hawks, who has always 
been regarded as a fine sportsman and 
the type of man who Is decidedly not 
temperamental, alleges that this publi- 
cation caused him “great humiliation” 
becanusé he was made the subject of 
scoffs, Jeers and snubs and his good 
name was attacked. He also says he 
felt “hurt, embarrassed and humili- 
ated,” 

The principle has been generally ac- 
cepted that anybody’s face is copy- 
righted so far as public use of it in 
photographic or caricature form is 
concerned. But very few people ever 
bother about the matter.

“Salt” Makes Travel| 
By Air Safer|' 


Preparation of Iron Filings 
Shows Up Microscopic De- 
fects — Will Forestall 
_ Mechanical “Failure” 


New York.—A new white fron salt 
made to sprinkle on airplanes like the 
proverbial salt on the bird’s tail was 
described to the Institute of the Areo- 
nautical Sciences annual meeting here 
recently. 

The metallic salt reveals cracks in 
steel otherwise invisible and = fore- 
stalls the air disasters due to crack-up 
or “failure” of engine and other parts 
during flight. 

“This is going to seem like pulling 
rabbits out of hat,” sald Alfred V. de 
Forest, New York engineer who in- 
vented the salt, as he lifted a shaker- 
full of it before the distinguished andi- 
ence of aviation authorities. 

Invisible Fiaws 

He spread out steel aeroplane parts, 
such as valve springs, pipes, rode and 
metal etraps. They appeared to be 
perfect pleces of metal. A shake of 
his white salt over a plece, a ght tap 
against it and he passed it about 
among the engineers. 

Exclamations of wonder broke out. 
Here and there the metallic salt had 
gathered in fine lines, resembling 
scratches. The lines were cracks inj —

Mass buying, he asserted, had) 
reduced employes in Stratford factor- 
ies to the position of “Egyptian 
slaves,” and while not quarreling 
with capitalism, efforts of the big 
buyers were forcing workingmen into

Mr. McArthur expressed the opinion 
that. the Stevens commission at Otta- 
wa is one of the greatest forward 
steps to remove the present situation 
existing over mass-buying. This re- 
sponsibility rests on the Conservative 
party, and he felt that the party’s 
shoulders are broad enough, their cou- 
rage high enough, to stand up under 
the load and to see to it that all 
classes get a fair and square deal. 

He also_asked a fair price for the 
tomato growers, urging that the can- 
ners go into conference with the 
growers in order to arrive at some 
equitable arrangement. Unless this is 
done-he said he intended asking for 
an investigation into the canning in- 
dustry. 

“Farmers are not complaining of 
their interest rates,” declared Mr. 
McArthur, “as some would have us 
believe. Farmers are not asking for 
l Seieaince or charity. All they want 
is a fair price for their commodities. 
If they get a fair price they will be 
able to pay taxes and interest rates. 
Governments have gone to a great 
deal of trouble to find markets but 
of what use are markets if they bring 
profits to the middleman and not to 
the producer? I want to see the farm- 


ers get the benefit of these markets.” |. 


The Agricultural Committee of the 
Legislature met a large deputation 
representing the Vegetable Growers’ 
Countli-whe_discussed various phases 
of their proposal for campulsory re- 
gistration of all fruit and Vogetable 
growers and also a licensirfg fee. The 
fee suggested was $1. to $3., depend- 
ing on the amount of land being used, 
the funds to go to the council to di- 
rectly aid marketing. A sub-commit- 
tee was appointed which will later 
meet the Growers’ Council to deter- 
mine what policy shall be followed 
and a report will be made back to the 
main committee. 

A measure seeking to have divorce

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Is Milk a Safe Food? 


Milk from the cow is an excellent 
food. A quart contains more than one 
ounce of fat, an ounce of protein, more 
than an ounce of milk, sugar and large 
quantities of valuable lime and phos 
phorous salts. Strangely enough if 
is almost the only animal food wa ~ 
eat uncooked. 

There is a long interval between 
the time the milk is drawn from 
the cow and consumed by the humas 
being. In that interval the milk may 
become contaminated with germs eith 
er from dirt, the excretions of humaws 
beings during the process process of 
milking and handling, or from the 
diseased cow itself, such as tubercul 
osis, contagious abortion and mastitis 
al] capable of producing diseases ia 
human beings. 

Many epidemics of disease, particu 
larly typhoid fever, have resulted from 
milk contaminated on the farm oi 
during subsequent handling. If such 
milk is not kept chilled the germs 
present will multiply rapidly and as 
a consequence the whole of the milk 
becomes very dangerous. If diseas¢ 
germs are not destroyed by pasteuriza 
tion, typhoid fever may be expected 
among those who concume it. 

In 1931 in St. Catharines. 457 cases 
of para-typhoid fever resulted from ad 
inadequately pasteurized milk supply. 
In 1930 in Belleville, 18 cases of ty 
phoid fever and 3 deaths were caused 
by the contamination of milk on a 
farm of a milk producer. In Kirkland 
Lake in 1980 more than 400 cases of 
septic sore throat were caused by in 
fected milk. 

In Toronto, which has had compul- 
sory pasteurization of its milk supply 
for twenty years, no epidemic of any 
kind has arisen from infected milk. 
In the Sick Children’s Hospital, 1% 
per cent. of the cases of tuberculosis 
are due to cattle infection, but not 
one has come from Toronto itself 
because all germs are killed by pas- 
teurization. 

In view of these facts it would ap- 
pear to be high time to insist that 
people protect their children and 
themselves by compulsory pasteuriza- 
tion just as they are compelled to 
supply safe drinking water, It seems 
hardly. reasonable or just that a 
whole community should be exposed 
to disabling disease and death be- 
cause of sympathy for a few individ.
